2. Moscow 5 s instructions are based on the following factors* 

a. Roa^bolsfcevik separatist organisations - particularly the Ukrainian and 
Caucasian - b&vc existed abroad fbr a long tim®$ 

b. thmm organisations have contacts and support in various countries* 

Co On th® other band* separatism, is not firmly rooted in the various levels 
of the population of th© USSR, and cannot achieve a decisive success as 
a major political argument. On the contrary, Separatism is more apt to 
be considered as an attempt to destroy the State in all its forms {in¬ 
cluding th© federative ), in the present and the future. 

Because of the foregoing, Moscow considers it advisable to torn tele 
situation to its own Marxist uses, particularly by maneuvering in such a 
way that in a future war, as well, as in the political preparation phase, te© 
Anglo-Saxons will lean not oft the opposing forces throughout Russia, but on 
the separatist groups. 


3. The Soviet leaders believe that if the Anglo-Saxons are encouraged to fellow 
this apparently facile line, Moscow will then hold a truap hand, for this fatal 
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error would be used to raise a new wave of patriotism through the USSR, by 
pointing up the threat to destroy the State, Tho last war clearly demonstrated 
to Stalin ana his clique that alone a wave of patriotism (and not Internationalist 
slogans) is capable of insuring a successful conclusion to a war, 

4«* The Soviets are perfectly aware that the threat Of an invasion by the capitalist 
world terrifies nobody in tho USSR, and the immense majority of Soviet citisens 
would live happily tmder any capitalist regime* Therefore, and although the 
Soviet press continues to proclaim the danger of capitalist encirclement, the 
veiled elm of this propaganda is to prove inside the country that the capitalist 
sharks are capable of anything « even of destroying Russia as a nation. Outside 
tho USSR capitalist slogans and other a&rxist directives will remain in force* 


5o One of the manifestations of this preparation activity is the organization in 
the three western aonea of Germany of tho Anti**Boloh®vik Bloc of People (ABN)« 
This blbc ia the result of an alliance between several groups* The Ukrainian 
nationalist organization (designated as OUK) f has the loading role within the ABN. 
The leaders bf OUN are mainly Galicians and natives of Western Ukraine, who 
have never been part of tho Russian commonwealth. In addition to the OUN, Bielo- 
Russian* Caiicasisuo, Central Asiatic, and even Cossack groups, adhere to ABN* 

This grouping creates the impression of being a powerful force with vast ramifi¬ 
cations^ In reality all these little organizations are artificial, and with the 
exception of OUN, have tab partisans on Russian soil.
